of Md. Poultry Dept., is finding that whole 
toasted soybeans can furnish both needed pro- 
tein and fat (now being generally used at 
higher levels) in the ration of broilers. He 
reports that the unextracted soybeans seem to 
work out well on a practical basis—'though 
there are processing problems to be solved.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 

It seems apparent from everything 
I have read about you in newspapers, 
business publications, and farm pap- 
ers including Tom Anderson's able 
editorial page in FARM AND RANCH, 
that you would like to see the law of 
supply and demand govern agricul- 
ture in America as it once did. Along 
with just. about everybody in the 
United States except the bureaucrats, 
I greatly admire you for that. 

I have a little personal problem that 
has to do with that old-fashioned law 
of supply and demand, and since all 
natural laws are abhorent to the bu- 
reaucrats I am afraid to make a move 
until I have some assurance from you 
that the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration would not place me in 
confinement, or subject me to fine as 
was done in the case of Mr. Evetts 
Haley for raising wheat to feed his 
own cattle, 

My problem is this, Mr. Secretary: 

A friend and I are hungry for fresh 
onions and turnips. That’s demand. 
We have a plot of land 5’ x 40’ which 
would grow onions and turnips. That 
would be supply.

onions and turnips for our own con- 
sumption? Mind you, we don’t need 
any government assistance or support, 
or any advice from farm agents, but 
we realize that left-wing supervision 
may be essential to such a right-wing 
project. Please let us know. We can’t 
afford to take any chances; Australia 
is too far away for us unless we get 
more deeply involved than at present 
Here in the South onions and 
turnips should have been planted sev- 
eral weeks ago, so please hurry.

NIGHT LIGHTS FOR BERMUDA GRASS? Dr. Glenn

use. For example, they figure the light 
limitations at Tifton may be holding 
yields of Coastal Bermuda to 12 tons dry 
matter per acre. 





NOT ENOUGH DRUGS in the feed? Or did you 
say the manufacturer may have made an 
error in mixing the drug and the feed? 
Not so, claim the Animal Health Institute 
and the American Feed Manufacturers Assn.

However, combined with good sanita- 
tion and good management practices, they 
can do an efficient job," proclaims a 
joint resolution adopted by the two 
organizations. 








GO SLOW ON “DOWN UNDER” GRASS, warn 
agronomists at Va. Exp. Sta. They say 
Australia's “sorghum grass" is some kin 
to Johnson grass and may be hard to 
control. 


FOR CONTROL OF GYPSY MOTH, USDA is field 
testing the new carbomate chemical, 
"Sevin,”" in New York state this spring. 
It has shown promise in the laboratory; 
may give control with minimum hurt to 
fish and wildlife. 
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CHLORDANE FOR CRABGRASS. Several experi- 
ment stations have found that the insec- 
ticide chlordane has some unexpected 
gualities for controlling crabgrass—when 
used at rate of 3 pounds of 5% dust per 
100 square feet. Caution: Don't use on 
new lawn seedings, and wet it down after 
application to get it into the soil.

1959 GUIDE: What to do about livestock .. . 


DISEASES 


Res with BEEF and DAIRY 


Leptospirosis can be passed from cattle to hogs to 
sheep, and back, usually through the urine. But it’s most 
costly among cattle. It sometimes causes abortion (as it 
may with hogs), but—unlike swine lepto—it’s sometimes 
fatal to the infected animal. Or an infected cow may carry 
the calf the full term, but the calf is born dead or very weak, 
or remains stunted or unthrifty. Or it may cause the cow’s 
milk production to drop off drastically. 

There is an effective vaccine, to prevent leptospirosis, but 
it may be effective for only a few weeks or a few months. 


Ketosis—chronic 
milk fever—is a fairly 
minor one, but it can 
give you trouble in 
dairy herds. It rarely 


Shipping Fever Complex refers to a number of 
“germs” that may hit cattle that have been under the stress 
of shipment—or even, sometimes, just castration, etc. Symp- 
toms (tired, off feed, coughing, acting chilled, gradually be- 
coming depressed and gaunt, watery discharge from nose 
and eyes) usually appear within 10 days after the animals 
appear at their destination. 

Best prevention is to keep stress conditions to a minimum 
in shipment, although pre-shipment conditioning with anti- 
biotics in the feed or with tranquilizer injections also helps. 


Calf Scours, 
if they’re the nutritional 
kind, are simply the 
calf’s body reaction to 
poor feeding practices.

Mastitis is one of the most obvious, but most difficult 
to control, of cattle diseases. Prevention and control are 
mostly a matter of dairy herd management, rather than 
treatment of individual cows. 

The chronic infectious type can be most effectively treated 
during the cows’ dry periods. Most acute infectious forms 
can be reduced or even prevented simply by preventing 
mechanical injury to the udder. Finding and removing (or 
clearing up) carrier cows will finish the job of cleaning 
mastitis out of the herd. It has been done—within a few 
months time. 

Antibiotics, nitrofurans, etc. are effective as treatments 
for individual infections, but they're considered a “last re- 
sort” for the acute forms, and the most expensive “control.” 
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But nutritional scours 
often lead to an out- 
break of infectious 
scours, which can 
spread quickly from 
calf to calf. Strict sani- 
tation—or, better yei, 
raising the calves in 
isolated, o pen pens— 
are surest preventives. 

Antibiotics in the ra- 
tion, and/or injected 

\ into the muscle or given 
orally, do help. 


Anaplasmosis is an infectious disease that causes fever 
and anemic conditions. It usually shows up in mature cattle 
in late summer or fall. The symptoms sometimes resemble 
respiratory troubles (weakness, hard breathing, drooling, 
etc.). 

Terramycin and aureomycin help prevent troubles from 
this ailment, although they may not keep it from happening. 
Using the antibiotic in the feed—usually just before and 
during the period when the disease is likely to break out— 
will at least greatly reduce the risk and spread, 

The ailment apparently is carried from one herd to an- 
other by insects, and by dehorning operations, etc. 

There is no substitute for prompt attention by a licensed 
veterinarian, for any of these diseases, of course. 
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with HOGS 


Baby Pig Diseases probably cost you more than any 
other hog ailment. 

Anemia is one of the worst of them—partly because it 
can cause sudden death (usually at about three weeks of 
age) of pigs which looked healthy and fat, but were actu- 
ally flabby and weak. 

TGE (transmissible gastroenteritis) is also often fatal, 
within three days to a week. But there’s not much you can 
do about it, except to keep from introducing it into your 
herd with diseased stock from outside. 


Cholera is a major 
one because it’s a 
“sleeper”—you can ig- 
nore it for years, and 
get by without vaccina- 
ting, before it suddenly 
flares up enough to 
wipe out entire herds. 
And it’s dangerous 
because the active vi- 
rus, still used in some 
areas, can cause serious 
outbreaks that wouldn't 
happen otherwise. 
Most states have laws 
permitting cholera vac- 
cination only with mod- 
ified live virus serum. 
All states should have. 





MTORR Rte 
Internal Parasites are more costly than any of the 


bacterial or virus diseases, because much of the damage 
they do goes unnoticed, and because they can so weaken 
a hog that it’s easy victim for the diseases. 

Nodular worms, roundworms and whipworms aren't hard 
to get rid of—and even to prevent—with hygromycin and 
other, older worming compounds. 

Lungworms—a fairly common internal parasite of hogs 
in most of the Southeast—are one that hygromycin won't 
touch. The lungworm eggs can live in the soil for years, 
then be picked up by the hogs. 

One of the most outstanding symptoms of lungworm in- 
fection is coughing; then the animal usually goes off feed 
at times, becomes unthrifty and will never grow normally. 
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Leptospirosis is caused by a virus. It’s only recently 
that it has been found to do its damage among hogs as 
well as cattle. It’s not very common, but it does sometimes 
break out suddenly. It’s less serious than in cattle, however 
Vaccination and antibiotics look very promising for pre- 
venting and treating the ailment before it becomes serious; 
isolation and sanitation are surest ways to prevent it

Hogs raised on concrete, with ordinary sanitation, won't 
be troubled with erysipelas, since it is passed through the 
soil. As with most hog diseases, one of the best ways to 
keep this one out ts to avoid buying diseased stock 

Acute erysipelas comes on suddenly, slightly resembles 
arthritis in its symptoms and may cause some deaths. The 
mild type is seldom fatal, but it leaves affected hogs in 
such poor condition that they're never thrifty or healthy 
again. The acute phase causes the “blotches” on the hide, 
which give it the name “diamond skin disease.’

COTTONCAST. 





FARMERS WHO ELECTED Choice "A" under the 
new cotton program and are unhappy with 
their choice, may have more cause for 
dissatisfaction before the season is 
over. While Choice "B" farmers with their 
extra acres will get close to the Choice 
"A" price for their cotton, the Choice 
"A" farmers, except in the earliest grow- 
ing areas, will have no market better 
than the government purchase program. 
This will mean that while the "B" 
farmers are selling their cotton at well 
above the loan value, the Choice "A" 
farmers will have to sell at a discount 
if they want immediate cash. As the pro- 
gram is set up, the Choice "A" farmer 
cannot take his cotton to the gin and 
get his money at once from the CCC. He 
must have a warehouse receipt and the 
government class. This takes time. 











EVERY STEP POSSIBLE is being taken to bene- 
fit the "B" farmer and to move the cot- 
ton into domestic and foreign consumption 
from the 1959 crop, rather than through 
the catalog from the CCC stocks. It was 
announced recently that the resale of the 
Choice "A" cotton would be to the highest 
bidder in the country, just so the price 
is equal to or above the minimum, which is 
110% of the "B" support price. Sales from 
the catalog, however, will be at the 110% 
minimum or "the market as determined by 
the CCC" whichever is higher. 


WEEVIL SURVIVAL this spring is generally 
lower than average, although some in- 
creases are shown in Louisiana and 
Mississippi. If weather conditions are 
normal, control should not be the problem 
it has been in recent years. 





THEY ARE GROWING boll weevils in labora- 
tories now without feeding them cotton. 
A synthetic diet, which permits the rais- 
ing of weevils on a year-around basis, is 
speeding research in weevil control. 
Already they have found that 16 genera- 
tions of weevils have failed to develop 
resistance to organic phosphate insecti- 
cides. 

Objectives in research include the 
development of cottons which are un-

palatable to weevils; discovery of dis- 
eases that are fatal to weevils; possible 
sterilization of male weevils through 
radiation; finding of a systemic poison 
which will make plants immune to weevils 
for a period up to 10 weeks. 


A NEW TREATMENT for cotton which makes 
it resistant to rot and weather damage 
is reported. The resin-treated cotton 
has proved to have its original strength 
after being buried in soil containing 
fabric-destroying bacteria for a period 
of 21 weeks. Untreated cotton disin- 
tegrated within a week. 





LIMITATION on the amount any one farmer 
can receive on cotton or other crops is 
in the making. Congress is considering 
wheat legislation. The limit on loans is 
indicated at $25,000 in the proposal. 
There is no certainty that this figure 
will stand up. This bill has a very 
good chance of passage. 





PAYMENT LIMITATIONS under a compensatory 
payment program being considered by a 
House Committee are only $5,000, with no 
assurance that the Congress will appro- 
priate the funds to make the payments. 
Soil Conservation payments have a $2,500 
limit, but funds are made available for 
only a small percentage of the money 
needed. Some counties have only 10% of 
the money needed to make payments to 
farmers who qualify. Yet it appears that, 
in spite of all the efforts to block 
such a program, it will be enacted into 
law in 1960 and applied to the 1961 crop. 





STRANGELY, support from compensatory pay- 
ments comes from shipper, mill and broker 
interests more than from the producers. 
Shippers dislike the dual price system 
for domestic mills and exports. Mills 
dislike the competition from cheaper 
cottons abroad. Brokers have an aversion 
to loss of business in the future 
markets. Many producers who are willing 
to accept the “loans" now provided, 

have an aversion to direct payments in 
cash.

BEFORE selling the cotton planter and going all out for grass 
COTTON to farming, why not put a few acres of your thin or abandoned 
cropland into pasture for a trial? That’s the way farmers 
are doing in the Commerce, Tex. area. They're starting into 
this grass business by planting a few acres at a time. Plantings 
range from 2 to 40 acres, mostly on abandoned cropland. 


Their goal is 2,000 acres of Coastal Bermuda this year—it 


GRASS was only 500 acres last year. Over 1,500 acres have already 
eee been planted to Coastal Bermuda since January. 


To keep from murdering their Coastal Bermuda grass pro- 
gram, farmers in the Commerce area are doing the job at 
minimum expense. They prepare their seedbeds as for any 
other row or small grain crop, and plant fresh, moist sprigs in 
moist soil. Then they apply 20 pounds of nitrogen and 40 
pounds of phosphate per acre as a grass starter on the tight 
lands. Lighter soils get the same fertilizer treatment as tight 
soils, plus 20 pounds of potash. The idea is to get quick 
growth ahead of even a brief spring drouth. When grass 
gets a good growth, it’s topdressed with 100 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre, applied with a lime-type spreader. “Hardy 
growth the first year,” explains Charles Hildebrand, SCS 
work unit conservationist at Commerce, “means quick-profit 
grazing. 

For pastures in tightland areas, Hildebrand recommends over- 
seeding with a mixture of Italian rye and button clover. 

In addition to good fertilization, these farmers are using good, 
grass sprigging machines in establishing pastures. There are 
14 individually owned spriggers in this area and three of them 
are available on a rental of custom-fee basis. They plant 
from one to four rows at a time; two men and one semi-auto- 
matic machine can plant an acre of sprigs every two hours, 
when they're dropping 18 to 36 inches apart in the drill in 36- 
inch rows. Some farmers use wider spacing in the drill, if 
they don’t want quick coverage. 

Most planting is at the rate of 8 to 10 bushels of sprigs per 
acre. At $1 per bushel for sprigs and $8 an acre for fertilizer, 
the minimum cost runs about $18 an acre, not including labor. 
If done on a custom-fee basis, costs will range from $28 to $32 
an acre. But $14 to $17 an acre is allowed under the ACP 

program for sodding and fertilizer.

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Can you take the “guess” out of livestock marketing? 


LIVESTOCKMEN have practically revolutionized the way 
they produce slaughter livestock, during the last few years. 
But the way they se// them has scarcely changed. 

Buying at stockyards and feeder pens is still by “eye- 
ball”—the same as in Longhorn days. And livestockmen 
seldom come out on the long end with “eyeball” buying— 
visual appraisal on the hoof. 

Here and there across the country, slaughter buyers are 
dabbling—without much enthusiasm—in buying “on the 
rack” instead of on the hoof. It’s a “new” way to market, 
although some buyers have been doing it for years. But 
on the rack—by actual carcass weight and grade, after 
slaughter—is a considerably less convenient way of buy- 
ing. A lot of livestockmen don't want to be bothered with it. 


Neuhoff Brothers Packers, Dallas, Tex. are now buying 
some of the better grade cattle this way This company 
and their customers do like it, and are encouraging more 
of it The seller gets his check based on “hot” weight, 
less usual .hrinkage—four to six days after the cattle are 
delivered 

Joe O. Neuhoff, an official of the company, says, “We 
get what we pay for when buying on a carcass weight and 
‘rade basis, and the seller gets paid for what he produces 
It's tair to both of us.” 

He adds, “The seller should know exactly what he pro- 
duces, if he wants to improve his business, and the carcass 
weight and grade selling plan is a step in that direction.” 

At present Neuhoff pays no premium for carcasses that 
yield more of the higher-priced cuts within the same grade 


and within the same weight range. But that’s probably 
coming. 

USDA livestock experts have found that differences in 
carcass value within the same grade and weight can run 
into a sizeable figure. It can be as much as $20 in US. 
Choice steers of the same weight. 

Under some hog marketing contracts in the country, pro- 
ducers are being paid on the basis of rail grade. It has been 
the official system of marketing and pricing hogs in Canada 
over the past 20 years. During that time, the quality has 
greatly improved, and the price differential paid by Canadian 
packers is 242 to 3 times wider than has ever been thought 
possible in this country. 

How accurate is “eyeball” buying? Slaughter buyers take 
pride in their accuracy, of course. But a buyer has to play 
the game safe, to keep his job. Kentucky Experiment Sta- 
tion took a survey to see just how safe buyers in the state do 
play it. Among 406 veal calves they bought on the hoof, a 
little over 21% of the calves were estimated too high, 50% 
were guessed too low, and 21% A combined 
survey in Kentucky and several Midwestern states showed 
the average “miss” in estimating yield of slaughter steers 
and heifers was 1.5%; the average error in estimating grade 
was one-third of a grade for steers and heifers, one-half 
grade for cows. And the estimate was under much more 
often than it was over. 

One thing this kind of buying does: Stockmen selling 
better grades and higher-yielding livestock are sometimes 
penalized; producers of the lower grades and lower-dressing 
animals are often paid more than their stock are worth.

Water in a drilled well is protected 
by a little different process. Casings 
of steel, or other approved material, 
is used to prevent caving and contam- 
ination by water from shallow strata. 
However, to secure maximum protec- 
tion, Herzik advises that a mixture 
of watertight concrete be placed 
around the upper 10 feet of casing— 
same as for a dug well. This excludes 
water from shallow formations. 

The drilled well should also have a 
concrete cover sloped away from the 
casing, and the casing should extend at 
least 18 inches above the surface of 
the concrete cover. The casing should 
be at least !| inch above the top of 
the foundation upon which the pump 
or motor is mounted. Herzik suggests 
that a pipe be installed in the concrete

Go easy on the silage 


DON’T let heavy silage feeding get 
you in trouble, warns Borden Ells, 
New Mexico Extension dairyman. But 
don’t get Ells wrong. He says it’s 
the way silage is sometimes fed that 
causes milk cows to lose in weight and 
production and give low-quality milk 

Silage fits perfectly into the feeding 
program when fed in limited amounts 
or when fed heavily and properly sup- 
plemented with grain and hay. “But 
let’s not lose sight of the fact,” says 
Ells, “that the average silage is a low 
grade roughage. The more we feed 
of this bulky forage, the less room 
a cow has for high-quality roughage.’ 
So whenever you step up the amount 
of silage fed, the rate of grain feed 
ing must be increased accordingly 

Ells says about 25 pounds of silage 
daily tor small cows and 30 to 40 
pounds for large animals will provide 
all the benefits necessary from. this 
kind of forage. “To feed more,” he 
says, “is usually not practical unless 
you are long on silage or the price 
relationship ts such that silage provides 
feed nutrients more cheaply than grain 
or other roughage.” 


But the point is, when silage is fed 
heavily, the cost of the extra amount 
of grain needed must be taken into 
consideration. If it’s corn or sorghum 
silage, the amount of high protein sup 
plement in the grain mixture must he 
increased to get sufficient protein 

Ells points out that a normal-size 
Holstein cow will eat 40 pounds of 
good alfalfa daily. This, with 8&8 pound 
of grain mixture, is enough to ma 
tain body weight and provide nutrients 
for 40 pounds of milk daily But if

Vashington, D. ¢ The United States Senate has just 
finished proving that Herman Talmadge (Senator from 
Georgia) was right when he told Tom Anderson and me a 
“a good, strong Labor bill couldn't get 
six votes in the Senate.” 

The amended Kennedy-Ervin bill is surprisingly stronger 
than Jack Kennedy (D-Mass.) wanted it. A heroic effort 
by Arkansas’ John McClellan threw a scare into the Labor 
bosses and their pawns by getting his Bill of Rights (rights 
for individual members, that is) written into it. But in the 
end, that, too, was watered down so that the union leaders 
could “accept it.” 

McClellan likely would have failed in the brief success 
he enjoyed if Hubert Humphrey (D-Minn.) hadn't been off 
campaigning for President. The Bill of Rights passed by one 
vote—cast by Vice President Nixon to break a tie. Hum- 
phrey’s active vote would have killed it.

(Senate) into an always distasteful Saturday session. 

That was worth something. But it would have “turned” 
your stomach to watch Kennedy squirm and scheme to get 
that Bill of Rights sweetened down, a la Reuther, to match 
the rest of the bill. 

In case you're interested, here are the senators in FARM 
\ND RANCH territory who had the guts to vote against weak- 
ening the Bill of Rights once it passed: Byrd (Va.), Chaves 
(N. Mex.), Ervin (N. C.), McClellan and Fulbright (Ark.), 
Goldwater (Ariz.), Holland and Smathers (Fla.), Russell 
and Talmadge (Ga.), Stennis (Miss.) and Thurmond (S. C.).

Up Jumps The Minimum Wage Joker 


How will the farm liberals get enough votes to pass a 
costly direct payment program for farmers, a minority 
group? Simple. Labor will furnish it through a “com- 
promise. 

First the Minimum Wage for farm workers will be tied 
onto the Wool Act (amendment is already introduced and 
is backed by the unions with this argument: “If the govern- 
ment guarantees this man (wool grower, in this case) a 
profit, then it should guarantee a minimum wage for the 
workers he hires.” 

Once applied to the Wool Act, Minimum Wage will 
surely be tacked onto any other direct payment program. 

Not by Herman Talmadge, who will probably write the 
big bill—he declares himself “unequivocally opposed to a 
Minimum W age for farmers,” including wool growers— 
but by some northern Democrat, now sitting quietly by, who 
is dominated by organized Labor. 

Asked if he would forsake his Brannan-type plan if this 
happened, Mr. Talmadge wouldn't say. But surely he sees 
this as a possibility, and more. Wonder if he and his sup- 
porters (especially farmers) really want a direct payment 
program with this as a part of the price they will be asked 
to pay for passage??? 

Here And There On “The Hill” 

Senator Capehart (R-Ind.) has found the “cure all” farm 
bill, and introduced it. It would: (1) retire 40 million acres 
of basic crops with an Acreage Reserve-type rental program 
(paying $25 an acre at $1 billion a year); (2) increase the 
sale price of CCC stocks to 100% of parity, plus carrying 
charges; and (3) expand research (by $100 million a year) 
to find new industrial uses for farm products. 

And he had the nerve to say this would save money for 
the taxpayer. 

Senate passed and sent to the House a bill that would 
let farmers within a county lease cotton allotments to other 
farmers . . . if they have 10 acres or less to lease, and if 
the combined allotments do not make over 50 acres. Prob- 
ably won't pass the House unless it is opened to inter-county 
and interstate leasing, with higher acreage limitations.

Farm Yardening 


I have difficulty in removing an- 
nuals from flats without ruining their 
root system. Any pointers? 

Water thoroughly a few hours be- 
fore transplanting. Using an old knife 
or small trowel, cut soil into squares, 
each with a plant in the center. Gently 
lift squares out with soil intact. (See 
photo below.) 


How can I save the seed from an- 
nual flowers? 

Select healthy plants of the best 
type, allow the seeds to mature on the 
plant, but gather just before they 
start shedding, then dry in an airy, 
rainproof place safe from mice. Label 
as to name and color when storing 

Why does coleus wilt so badly when 
I try to start new cuttings in the soil? 

The air about the cuttings is too 
dry. Cover them with large jars (pro- 
tected from direct sunlight) until they 
have formed roots. Or a “cap” made 
from waxed paper will also help. Bet- 


ter still, root them in water in the 
house, then plant outside when roots 
have formed. 

How can I spray weeds near my 
flower borders? Even on a calm day, 
the spray drifts. 

The chemical that kills weeds so 
well will harm flowers, so why not 
knock down a large cardboard box 
and use it as a shield as you spray? 
Done with care, this should work 
quite well. 

What can I do to make my lovely 
blooms keep fresh after cutting? 

There are several things to do to 
make cut flowers last longer. First, 
cut them in the late evening. The 
flowers will be filled with water at 
this time Remove all lower leaves 
which would rest 
Keep flowers in clean, soap-free vases 
Keep them away from heaters and di- 
rect sunlight. There are several com- 
mercial cut flower preservers. They 
cost a few cents per quart ol solution 
but prolong the life of some cut flow- 
ers as much as twice the normal time 
Some flowers simply do not make

How can I keep my pot plants from 
drying out while I'm on vacation? 

Run a long absorbent string or very 
small rope from plant to a large con- 
tainer of water. Press string into soil 
of potted plant. It also helps to stretch 
plastic sheeting (such as used for re- 
frigerator dish covering) over the top 
of the pot to prevent excessive &vano- 


ration of water

type.” 

Color—once limited to yellow and 
orange —has been marvelously ex- 
tended to give flowers ranging from 
palest cream-yellow through gold and 
orange to red, purple, lavender and 
pink—nearly everything, in fact, but 
blue and pure white. Currently popu- 
lar among advanced daylily fanciers 
are “melon colored” flowers, blend- 
ing soft shades of salmon, peach-pink 
and buff, like the inside of a ripe 
cantaloupe. If the flower throat has 
a cool green or lime tinted glow, it’s 
liked even better. And patterns in- 
clude blossoms with alternating light 
and dark colored petals as well as 
some with striking center blotches or 
“eye” zones. 

There are reliable daylily dealers 
all over the South and Southwest who 
issue lists and catalogs, and you can 
safely order plants by mail. Look 
about your own neighborhood during 
the bloom season, however. Often it’s 
possible to find a local source of stock 
and to see the flowers before you buy. 
Except for the newest introductions 
they are not expensive. 

Plant daylilies in sun or partial 
shade, in any soil that will grow veg- 
etables or other garden flowers. Spade 
it deeply and turn under rotted man- 
ure or compost if you have it. Set 
divisions shallow, with the fleshy roots 
well-covered but the leaf base part 
no more than an inch deep. Water 
them in. To develop large, showy 
clumps of separate varieties, space 
plants two feet or more apart. For 
mass color effects, use many divisions 
of one variety and set them at 8- to 
10-inch intervals. In border plant- 
ings, remember to put tall varieties in 
the back, shorter ones down front. 
And a quite important consideration 
in placing any daylily in a half-shaded 
spot is to remember that its flowers 
will face towards the strongest light 
source. . : 

You can do the planting at almost 
any time of year, but a particularly 
good season is late August, September 
and even October. Early spring is an- 
other popular planting time, but the 
first-year flowers will not be quite as 
good as those from longer set plants. 


Cultural niceties such as a mulch— 
pine straw is good—a handful of com- 
plete plant food spread around es- 
tablished clumps in spring, and extra 
water when summer rains fail, are 
fine and you ought to give them. But 
chances are, if you forget, there'll be 
plenty of flowers anyway, to make it 
a happy day you planted daylilies.

Weed control 

YOU are reading this article in June, 
but I am writing it in April. Because 
it is April I am field conscious, crop 
conscious, weed conscious. Whether it 
be April or June it is the same con- 
sciousness. In country or church, weed 
consciousness persists, 

Where do all the weeds come from? 
Of what value are they? 

These thoughts are on my mind as 
I study our 100 acres of seed oats. 
Weeds do not belong there, but there 
they are, arrogant and belligerent, dar- 
ing me to question their right to be 
present. A dull anger fills me as I 
see them rising above the oat-level of 
the field. Yet, all I do is stand and 
study them. Common sense tells me 
that I cannot hurt them without hurt- 
ing the good grain. At the moment 
I am helpless to do anything, and 
so I follow the wisdom of the Master 
and leave them where they are “until 
the harvest.” Then comes the judg- 
ment. Then comes the separation-time 
when weed seeds are to be burned and 
the good grain saved. When the harv- 
est is out of danger I shall go to work 
on the weeds. 

I know I cannot them. 
They come on the wind, on the feet of 
birds and cattle, on the wheels of ma- 
chinery, and on my own shoes. Weeds 
are part of all fields. Fields, crops and 
lives cannot exist without them. 

How like human life that 
The good and the bad exist together, 
and getting rid of the bad without 
hurting the good is one of the pri- 
mary problems of existence. I know 
of no fields completely free of weeds, 
and I know of no lives! 

With that fact I make my peace, 
determined to attack those 
times when the good grain is not en- 
dangered, and to accept weeds as part 
of the earth that gives me life. But 
the presence of weeds makes me more 
determined to plant only good seed, 
and to follow wise methods of weed 
control. My task is to reduce weeds 
and increase grain in all fields and in 
all lives.

Reducing diets 
should be practi cal 


“I HAVE a problem,” one reader 
writes. “I am overweight, but I can’t 
go to the store every few days to buy 
special foods. We raise most of the 
food we eat, but find that most of the 
diet lists don’t include the foods we 
have handy. Can a reducing diet be 
worked out for people like me?” 

Such a diet can be worked out but 
you have to forget about gravy, mo- 
lasses, sugar, pork and rich desserts— 
and you won't get much in the way of 
potatoes, bread and dried beans. Also, 
it is best to do your reducing under 
~ oy of your family doctor 

People do themselves no favor by 
going on some bizarre four-day won- 
der diet or 12-day miracle diet that 
calls for foods bearing no relation- 
ship to their normal diet. 

A person that expects to lose weight 
to normal and keep it there has to be 
converted for good to new eating 
habits. Four days of vegetable oil and 
milk or a week of bananas does not 
prepare one for this new life-long dis- 
cipline. 

Here is a diet that allows about 
1,100 calories a day. If followed 
closely, with no other foods eaten, 
it will give adequate nutrition for 
most adults, but permit about 2 
pounds weight loss per week. 


Breakfast: 

One glass of tomato juice, or one orange 
or one-half grapefruit 

One slice of light bread or a 2.-inch 
square of cornbread 

One teaspoon butter or margarine. 
Coffee or tea without sugar or cream, 
but with skim milk or sugar substitute 
if desired 

One egg, any preparation but use min- 
eral oil if fried 


Dinner: 


Lean meat, fish, fowl or cottage cheese. 
Two or three ounces May substitute 
two eggs. Remove al! visible fat from 
meat. Broil, bake, boil or, if fried, use 
mineral oil. 

Any fresh or canned colored vegetable 
except corn and lima beans. One-half to 
one cup 

One small potato or one slice of bread. 
One glass of skim milk or buttermilk. 
One-half cup fruit, fresh or canned with- 
out sugar. No bananas, grapes, plums, 
dried fruits. 

Coffee or tea as desired. 


Supper or Lunch: 
Same as dinner except no potato or 
bread. 


One multi-vitamin tablet should be 
taken each day while on this diet. Fat- 
free broth has no food value and may 
be used as desired.

City. 
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What is the cost... 
... For hogs? 


EVER stop to figure how much it 
hurts hog profits to raise small lit- 
ters? C. E. Barnhart, professor in 
charge of swine at the University of 
Kentucky, has made these estimates of 
average cost of raising each pig to 
56 days of age, depending on the size 
of litter: 


Avg. cost per 
pig, at 56 days 
$32.21 

17.03 

6 11.94 

8 9.39 

10 7.86 


Number of pigs 
per litter 


(These costs include actual out-of- 
pocket costs for the sow and litter dur- 
ing the 56 days, as well as cash costs 
and “overhead” for the sow before 
she farrowed, etc.) 

Some of the ways that Kentucky Ex- 
periment Station has found to in- 
crease average size of litter (in addi- 
tion to routine good management): 

@ Strict health program for all the 
herd: blood testing for brucellosis and 
leptospirosis; vaccination for lepto- 
spirosis, hog cholera and erysipelas; 
thorough cleaning and disinfecting of 
all housing facilities, especially with 
a confinement rearing system; and a 
5 cc. shot of combiotic (combination 
antibiotic) for each sow the day before 
she farrows and the day she farrows, 
to reduce the danger of milk fever 
and mastitis troubles. 

@ Good pasture for the sows. Some 
other experiment stations and some 
farmers have had different results, 
but the University of Kentucky’s ex- 
periment station’s herds on bluegrass 
pasture (higher quality pasture than 
most native or permanent pastures 
elsewhere) have averaged 6.2 pigs 
weaned per litter. Sows in drylot, even 
with the best rations, have averaged 
only 4.7 pigs weaned per litter, Barn- 
hart explains. (University of Ken- 
tucky studies also show that pasture 
can decrease cost per pig as well as 
improving litter size.) 

@ Breed each sow twice. When 
the sow first comes in heat, her num- 
ber is recorded; 24 hours later she is 
bred for the first time. Then 12 to 
24 hours later she’s bred a second time. 
The number of sows settled is much 
higher when they’re bred twice this 
way, than when bred only once, as 
most herds are managed. (At Mis- 
souri Experiment Station, records of

sows bred twice this way show that the 
average number of pigs farrowed per 
litter has been 7.4. With sows bred 
only once, it has been 5.1 pigs far- 
rowed per litter.) 


..- For beef cattle? 


HOW much money can you make on 
beef cattle? Well, start with what you 
can get each year, from the calf crop, 
and subtract these approximate costs 
of keeping one beef cow per year, as 
estimated by beef cattle specialist J. K. 
Riggs, at Texas A&M College: 

Value of pasture: About $35 per 
cow per year, under average Texas 
conditions. In sections where pastures 
are better and carrying capacity is 
higher, it would be less. (The Texas 
figure is based on a carrying capacity 
of only one cow for 20 acres—at 
$1.75 per acre. That’s considerably 
less than the carrying capacity in some 
areas, but is also based on a lower 
value of land per acre.) 

Value of supplemental feed, in addi- 
tion to pasture: $9 a year for rough- 
age, $7 a year for protein supplement 
and $1.75 a year for mineral supple- 
ment. Total for feed: $17.75 per cow. 

Labor: (Really should be counted, 
even if you do your own work)—$10 
per cow per year. 

Overhead expenses: About $3 per 
cow per year. 

Breeding cost: (Expense of owning 
and feeding bulls, divided up among 
the number of cows bred) — about 
$3.80 per cow per year. 

Interest paid on value of the cow 
and annual expense: About $14. 
(You've invested about $240 in the 
cow and her first calf during the three 
years or so before you get your first 
return from the cow. You'd be paying 
6% interest on this investment if you 
borrowed it.) 

Death loss: About $1.50. (“Spread- 
ing” the value of the expected death 
loss of one cow out of 100, over the 
entire herd.) 

Veterinary costs: $1.00. 

Total estimated cost per cow per 
year: $70 to $90. 

Estimated average: About $86. 

If you want an average for expected 
income per beef cow, you can start 
with a figure of a 70% calf drop 
(Average is about 70 calves weaned 
for each 100 brood cows. Naturally, 
if you're an efficient cow man, you'll 
do better than that, and improve the 
income per cow.) 

At that rate, you’d be weaning only 
about 300 pounds of calf for each 
brood cow, and at 30 cents a pound 
(for weaning-weight calves) — that 
would figure up to a little less than 
$89.00 gross income per cow per year.

For baby pigs: 
a little iron, a 
lot of difference 


THERE'S more than you might think, 
in the idea of furnishing a source of 
iron (mineral) to baby pigs. Several 
companies now sell injection solutions 
of iron for pigs, intended to prevent 
anemia among pigs raised in confine- 
ment. 

But Oklahoma Experiment Station 
has found that there’s more to it than 
just preventing obvious outbreaks of 
pig anemia. In Okiahoma tests, at Still- 
water, it has helped baby pigs do bet- 
ter even on pasture, and even when 
pigs which didn’t get it showed no 
obvious signs of anemia. 

When the Oklahoma pigs on pasture 
got the iron injection (2cc each, at 
six days of age), they outdid pasture- 
raised baby pigs which got no mineral 
iron at all. They weighed about one 
pound more, 50 days later. 

And pigs in confinement—even when 
a little dirt was thrown into the pen 
(usually considered a good enough 
way to supply the iron)—did nearly 
4 pounds better by weaning time if 
they got the iron injection also, than 
pigs which didn’t get it. 

Biggest difference, of course, was 
between confinement-raised pigs which 
had no access to dirt at all. With the 
iron injection, they averaged 36.9 
pounds per pig at weaning time. With- 
out it, the average pig weighed only 
22.4 pounds. 


Little cattle 
do little good 


COMPRESSED-TYPE (‘“watch-fob”) 
cattle can be costly beef-makers, Texas 
Experiment Station at Spur has found 
These small-boned, extra-compact 
close-coupled cattle were made popu- 
lar by some livestock shows a few 
years ago, but lost ground during the 
dwarfism scare. 

Now the Spur station’s livestock- 
man-superintendent Paul Marion has 
found just how slowly they do gain. 
In the feedlots at Spur, they've gained 
2.34 pounds a day, while large-type 
steers on the same ration were gaining 
2.76 pounds a day. And the shorty 
cattle even do poorly on pasture, 
gaining 125 pounds less than “stand- 
ard-size” cattle during the winter and 
summer grazing seasons at Spur.

Having trouble 
with bin bridges? 


CAN anything make a bad day worse 
any quicker than to open the draw of 
a feed bin and have nothing happen? 

If you are using bins for a feed 
containing molasses, especially, you 
know what we're talking about. If 
you haven't found the feed clogged 
in a “bridge” now and then and had 
to poke it out, you are either “living 
right” or you've got a mighty good bin. 

Engineers running tests with feed 
bins at the Maryland Experiment Sta- 
tion are finding out some of the 
reasons for this aggravating, time- 
wasting occurence, Extension engineer 
Al Krewatch says the problem of 
bridging can be cut way down by 
proper bin construction. 

It helps to construct the bin with 
two vertical sides to it, he explains. 
And the vertical walls should be side 
by side, not opposite each other. 

Here are some other tips they have 
picked up in the tests: 

@ Have large draw-off openings 
(18 to 24 inches square for dairy 
feed). 

@ Make the sloping sides (also 
side-by -side) at least 60 to 70 degrees 
Steep. 

@ Use more than 
opening per hopper.

@ And, if you still have trouble, 
install a built-in poker, 

You can make a built-in poker by 
cutting a hole in the side of the bin 
and inserting a metal rod for 
breaking up or undercutting of bridges.

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Skip-row planting: 
smarter now 
for cotton 


SKIP-ROW planting for cotton is an 
idea that’s been around for a long 
time in the Southwest. General rec- 
ommendation of most Extension spe- 
cialists in past years has been that it 
seldom pays—particularly under ir- 
rigated or high-rainfall conditions. 
This year, it’s looking a little different. 

State experiment stations in Mis- 
sissippi (at Stoneville, in the Delta) 
and in Arizona have proved that an 
acre of cotton skip-planted (so it’s 
spread out over two acres of ground) 
can substantially outyield solid-planted 
cotton during dry seasons, and gen- 
erally do better during wet seasons. 
At the Stoneville station, the yield has 
been about 75% better with skip-four 
planting, during drier seasons. The 
difference, apparently, comes from the 
better air circulation and _ sunlight 
around the lower leaves of the Delta’s 
tall, rank-growing cotton as well as 
from more moisture for the plants. 
In 1958, it made an even bigger dif- 
ference; boll rots played havoc with 
the botton crop of the thick cotton 
foliage. So did insects. With skip- 
row planting, at least the two outside 
rows of each four rows get more air 
and sunlight, to help keep down the 
diseases that thrive in damp foliage. 
And it’s a lot easier to spray with 
ground equipment when cotton’s skip- 
planted. 


Even in the South Plains, of West 
Texas, skip-row planting has been 
looking good. At the Texas Research 
Foundation’s High Plains Station, at 
Halfway, irrigated cotton planted solid 
(no skip rows) has made an average 
of 916 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 
Skip-planted cotton (plant four, skip 
four) has averaged 1,213 pounds. (It 
was 1,447 pounds for the outside rows 
and 929 pounds for the inside rows.) 
Average yields for skip-two cotton, 
with two rows planted and two 
skipped, would be higher than skip- 
four cotton. But ASC regulations 
don’t give credit for skip-two plant- 
ing; they do for skip-four planting. 

They do give credit, however, for 
planting two rows and skipping four 
rows, alternately. Wasteful? Maybe, 
with four-row or six-row equipment. 
But the station’s agronomist, J. H. 
Davis, points out that his tests with 
this way of doing it look good. It 
will actually return more net income 
per acre than solid cotton plus grain 
sorghum on the remaining acres.

What you can use the “extra” acres 
for is what decides how practical skip- 
planting is, of course. In the South 
Plains, profits from grain sorghum 
look mighty slim this year. The acres 
you “lose” by skip-planting and fol- 
lowing them wouldn’t make much any- 
way. 

One Arkansas farmer has his own 
solution, however. He strip-crops 
small grain with four rows of cotton, 
to get practically all the benefits of 
skip-planting and still uses the skipped 
rows—for wheat, sowed late enough 
so it doesn’t compete with the cotton 
for moisture. And he can operate his 
cotton spraying equipment in the strips 
before the grain is drilled in,

Like pulling teeth 


YOU can pull stumps like a dentist 
pulls teeth At least that’s the way 
Noel Tugwell, Malvern, Ark. does it, 
when he wants to remove small per- 
simmon and oak stumps from pasture 
land. 

Tugwell makes the job easy by 
using a homemade device put together 
from scrap metal. He uses a 1 x 5- 
inch steel beam about 2% feet long 
as the upright shank of the puller. 
At the upper end of the shank, he 
made a simple hitch pin assembly by 
welding a two-inch piece of angle iron 
to the upright beam. He then welded 
a 6x 9-inch steel plate 34-inch thick 
at the bottom of the shank, and cut 
a V-shaped slot in the plate to serve 
as a “foot” piece, so the “foot” could 
grasp a stump like a claw hammer 
grasps a nail. 

After the puller is attached to the 
tractor, Tugwell backs up to the 
stump. Then, with the tractor still 
in reverse, the power lift is put in 
motion, and the stump is extracted 
with a pushing and lifting action just 
like the one used by a dentist when 
pulling a tooth,

That is the story of “Federal Aid.” The hunter is Uncle 
Sam. The grateful dog is us. Dogs can live without tails. 
But the hunter is still hungry. 

What Is a Welfare State? 

Our Welfare State feeds off Federal Aid. What is a 
“Welfare State?” In the U.S.A., more than 41 million peo- 
ple are now getting checks from federal, state, and local 
governments. One-fourth of the people are living on the 
other three-fourths, completely or partially. That is a Wel- 
fare State. The subsidy-happy American people, with the 
enthdsiastic cooperation of the Communists and Socialists 
within and without, are destroying the land of the free. We 
are becoming slaves to a handout rather than masters of 
our own destinies. 

Spending for welfare programs—federal, state and local— 
accounts for the greatest non-defense spending increases 
during the past 30 years. 

One of the greatest Americans liked to tell this “wel- 
fare” story: “I used to know an old codger,” Abe Lincoln 
said, “whose cabin burned down to the ground. The folks 
in those parts felt sorry because he'd lost all his earthly pos-

“Well, they made such a good job of it that, when they 
were through, he was far better off than he ever had been 
before. One day the old man was sitting on the stoop 
of the new cabin his neighbors had built for him and along 
came a friend from down the road with a bag of oats on his 
shoulder. ‘I want you to have these here oats, pardner,’ 
said the kind neighbor, setting the bag down on the front 
step 

‘I ain’t takin’ no oats,’ said the old boy. ‘I ain’t taking 
nothing but money.’ ” 
Don’t Come Home a Failure 

Several years ago an eighteen-year-old country boy left 
home to try out for a minor league ball club. He wrote 
his dad shortly thereafter, saying he was being fired. The 
old man had probably never been on a psychiatrist's couch 
and learned how important a feeling of “security” is. He 
sent his son just a five-word telegram. It said: “Don’t come 
home a failure.” The boy stuck it out—stuck it out to 
become the greatest ball player of all time. His name is 
Ty Cobb. I think his old man is due part credit for those 
records. 

There are very few born geniuses, Genius is usually 
the power of making continuous effort. As Isadora Duncan 
said: “Great art is 75% perspiration” You have to want 
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something very much—and then work for it. Ty Cobb 
was great not because he had the most native ability, nor 
the best coaching, nor lucky breaks. He was the greatest 
because he had a burning desire to be great, and worked 
at it unceasingly. 


Has Security Become America’s Obsession? 


Practically every child today—farm and non-farm—has 
a greater opportunity than Ty Cobb—or than Abraham 
Lincoln. I can’t help but wonder, sometimes, what Lincoln 
would have done if he’d had the opportunities our children 
have. Hardship builds character, like forging makes steel. 
Character is neither married nor inherited. It’s a victory over 
one’s environment and one’s self. 

Money and security are not synonymous. He who had 
100% monetary security in 1939, now has 48%, and in 25 
more years will probably have only 20% or less. No money 
in all the world’s history has ever survived for more than 
42 years after being transferred from a physical to a political 
basis. In matters of money all powerful central governments 
are crooked. Ours is no exception. So the man who seeks 
security in money usually finds added insecurity. 

Next to money, we look to government welfare for se- 
curity. We cannot achieve security by voting for it. For 
in the end, all welfare states become dictatorships. The 
road to Socialism, like the road to Hell, is paved with prom- 
ises. Satan promised Jesus the whole world for his soul. 
When a politician promises you security, don’t forget the 
price: dictatorship. 

There is only one place security can be found: inside 
ourselves. In character, not dollars; in principles, not pen- 
sions; in what we do, not what we intend to do. 

How can we make our own security? By giving, not re- 
ceiving; by giving the best we can, where we are, with what 
we have. By reassuming our local rights, responsibilities, and 
taxing powers; by re-taking our individual liberties the gov- 
ernment usurped. 


The Opportunity To Be Uncommon 


This has been called the “Century of the Common Man.” 
And that’s fine if it means that every common man has 
an equal opportunity to be uncommon 

Dean Alfange said: “I do not choose to be a common 
man. It is my right to be uncommon—if I can. I seek 
opportunity—not security. I do not wish to be a kept citizen, 
humbled and dulled by having the state look after me. I 
want to take the calculated risk: to dream and to build, 
to fail and to succeed. 

“I refuse to barter incentive for a dole. I prefer the 
challenges of life to the guaranteed existence; the thrill of 
fulfillment to the stale calm of Utopia. I will not trade free- 
dom for beneficence nor my dignity for a handout. I will 
never cower before any master nor bend to any threat. 
It is my heritage to stand erect, proud and unafraid; to think 
and act for myself, enjoy the benefit of my creations and 
to face the world boldly and say, ‘This I have done.’ All 
this is what it means to be an American.”
